JIM MATTOX, Attorney General, State of Texas, advised 
on December 6, 1988, that he served in the United States Congress 
with then Senator JOHN TOWER several years ago but has only known 
him from a distance and there has been no close friendship with 
appointee. General MATTOX advised that appointee is thought by 
he ^d others to be a man of integrity who is a very capable 
individual. Appointee's loyalty to the United States cannot be 
questioned. 


General MATTOX stated that he is aware of no criminal 
activity on the part of the appointee. He continued that perhaps 
some allegations of misconduct may have been made against 
appointee in the course of previous election campaigns within the 
state of Texas, but he is aware of no allegations which have been 
substantiated of a criminal or moral nature. General MATTOX 
advised that appointee's associates are not known to be involved 
in criminal or immoral activities. 


General MATTOX stated that he is aware of rumors of 
marital difficulty involving appointee and his wife and of the 
fact that appointee "likes to have a few drinks". However, 
General MATTOX stated that he does not perceive appointee to have 
a drinking problem which would impair his work capability or 
would impact upon his integrity. As to appointee's financial 
situation, MATTOX stated that appointee is known to "live well" 
and noted that appointee's suits are custom made in London, but 
he is not aware of any financial problans relating to appointee. 
MATTOX said no information regarding any narcotics usage on the 
part of appointee. 

General MATTOX advised that appointee is known to have 
close ties with the "Military Establishment" and some people 
might perceive this to be a problem if he were appointed as 
Secretary of Defense. However, General MATTOX added that he sees 
appointee as a capable man who would not let these close ties 
affect his professional conduct. General MATTOX perceives 
appointee as a man who would professionally carry-out the 
policies of the President of the United States.
